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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on 04/28/08 has been entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The allowability resides in the overall structure of the device as recited in the independent 
claims 1, 26, and 37, and at least in part , because claims as amended recite, inter alia: "the first 
intermediate insulation layer comprising at least one first slot formed into a lateral end thereof, 
the second intermediate insulation layer comprising at least one second slot formed into a lateral 
end thereof corresponding to the at least one first slot, wherein the at least one first and second 
slots are metallized on a vertical face thereof". The aforementioned limitations in combination 
with all remaining limitations of the respective claims, are believed to render the aforementioned 
independent claims 1, 26, and 37, and all claims dependent therefrom patentable over the art of 
record. 

Furthermore, Examiner has performed the assignee and inventor name searches in order 
to identify documents with possible double patenting issues.
